scanning and making inferences. Students understand how to use grammar and vocabulary in 


context and improve compositional skills. 


Intermediate Level Listening and Speaking 


This module develops a variety of listening and speaking skills, listening for gist, details and inferring 
meaning from context. Students learn features of spoken English — stress, rhythm and intonation.

Pass both modules. To pass each module: Min 50% of the total marks in the Final Exam (i.e. 
Attendance + Class participation + Oral + Written Examination). 


Attendance Requirements

Students who do not require ICA’s student’s pass are required to achieve at least 75% attendance 
rate.
